Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 21, 2004 has been entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. Claims 1-8, 10-21, 23, 25-29, 32, 39 and 40 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over May (GB 2,204,398) in view of Massaro (US 5,141,877) for reasons of record in 
the previous office action, paper no. 5. 

5. Claims 9, 22 and 30 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over May in 
view of Massaro as applied to claims 1-8, 10-21, 23, 25-29, 32, 39 and 40 above, and further in 
view of Brizgy et al (US 5,807,752) for reasons of record in the previous office action, paper no.

6. Claims 33-38 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over May in view of 
Massaro as applied to claims 1-8, 10-21, 23, 25-29, 32, 39 and 40 above, and further in view of 
Deutsch et al (US 4,094,647) for reasons of record in the previous office action, paper no. 5.
